IS  OUR  QUOTA  Communiques  Are  Heartening

IKI  “'Kea  oywLoi  The  news  of  the  past  week  is  the  best  re- 
_  ceived  in  three  years  of  war.  Combined  Unit¬ 
ed  Nations'  forces,  under  the  command  of  Lt- 
Gen.  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  moved  against 
French  North  Africa,  Saturday,  November  8, 
and  by  Tuesday,  November  10,  had  secured 
the  capitulation  of  the  French  in  area,  and  were 
moving  on  toward  a  conquest  of  Tunisa. 

Tunisia  in  allied  hands  would  constitute  a 
threat  to  the  Axis  supply  line  to  Tripoli,  and 
give  a  logical  starting  poini  for  the  eastward 
push  .against  Libya .  If  the  advance  continues, 
and  if  the  successful  push  of  British  forces 
through  Egypt  continues,  the  combined  ac¬ 
tion  might  well  result  in  an  Axis  Dunkerque. 
With  this  accomplishment  the  whole  south¬ 
ern  shore  of  the  Mediterranean  would  be  a 
vest  spring  board  toward  occupied  Europe. 

Meanwhile,  the  Nazis  moved  against  unoc¬ 
cupied  France,  and  claimed  its  entire  occupa¬ 
tion  by  Thursday.  Whether  this  constitutes 
the  long  conjectured  move  against  Gibraltar 
remains  to  be  seen .
